(1) The penalty for disobedience, mentioned 
in 'ifii. 2 : 17, no doubt suggested the question. 
Theie are so many opinions concerning the na 
tu re of this death, that, to get at any idea of what 
is intended tor us to know, we must set aside these 
conflicting theories, and try to look at it in its sim- 
plest and moat rational sense. In the first place 
this penalty amounted to a curse upon our first 
parents, if they violated the Lord's commands. 
Adam and Eve, previous to their sin, had lived 4 io 
close and open communion with God in Paradise. 
And this was "life" in its purest senst. "Death" 
was its opposite — separation from God. Now a 
question suggests iUelf here : Was man created 
immortal ; This opens a new vein of thought that 
cannot be discussed in the narrow limits of this 
department. But chapter 3 : 22 suggests an idea 
that they were in a position to receive some pow- 
er that would make them immortal. They were, 
however, thrust out, so that they were beyond its 
reach. We believe that it had reference to a nat- 
ural death, whatever other ideas may be suggest- 
ed by it. Notice the following texts : "By one 
man sin entered into the world, and death by sin ; 
and so death passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned." Rom i 1 12. "For since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead." 1 Cor. 15 : 21. On the day of disobe- 
dience the seeds of death were sowu in man It 
was not necessary in the Bight of God, that the 
death or cause in all its essentials should be expe- 
rienced on that very day. God's great justice was 
seasoned with mercy. Then this separation from 
God introduced natural death. 'We do not think, 
however, this was its only meaning. There is a 
great spiritual side to it. On the very day of 
man's transgression he became dead in trespasses 
and si us. Calvin says : "The definition of the 
death here must be sought from its opposite, viz : 
the kind of life from which man fell." 

(2.) From the creation to the birth of Moses, 
was 2433 years. But Abraham lived before Moses 
and you probably intended your question to be 
from Adam to Abraham, and Abraham to Moses. 
So we will answer it in that way. From the crea- 
tion to the birth of Abraham, was 2008 jears. 
From the birth of Abraham to the birth of Moses 
was 425 years. From Moses to Christ was 1571 
years. From Abraham to Christ was 1996 years. 

(3.) We do not profess to interpret the myste- 
rious revelations Of John. Many learned men 
have spent many years in interpreting the proph- 
ecies ot the Bible. That is all right when we 
have the time to spare ; but our time ia so fully 
taken up with the stern realities of the present 
that we have no time to spare on conjecture and 
theory. We are content to take that part of 
scripture which is easiest understood. If we only 
do what is plainly told us, we will do well. How- 
ever we find that a few prominent commentators 
who have given this part of scripture their atten- 
tion, conclude that these four beasts, or rather 
four living creatures, represent the heads of the 
whole congregation in the four great quarters of

The object is to consoli- 
date the two at a central point, and from what we 
could learn from the committee, Logans port offers 
the best inducements in point of centrality, rail- 
road facilities and other advantages. The com- 
bined circulation of their publications is some- 
thing more than 18,000 copies weekly. Besides 
the church papers, all the books, blanks and oth- 
er printed matter of the church would be printed 
at the main office. Following the locating of the 
printing establishment would come the denomina- 
tional school, which would likely be attended by 
Ironi 200 to 300 students. The Dunkards are a 
plain, practical people. If they determine to lo 
cate their school and publishing house here they 
will likely ask but little if anything in the way of 
help from our people. They have money and 
will spend it judiciously in permanent improve- 
ments. 

The above is from a Logansport, Indiana, pa- 
per. We also notice in the columns of the Meisen- 
gtr that the business managers of the firm have 
been visiting at Logansport and Dayton, and it 
is likely a new location is being looked up for that 
office and their school as well. In addition to all 
this the report has reached us. through other 
sources, that the Mount Morris College property 
has been purchased by the Stude baker Brothers 
wagon Manufacturers, and that the present term 
is all the college work that will be done in the 
"old sand stone" It ia also said that Prof. Sharp 
has out-lived bia usefulness to that institution. 
We do not give these things as facts, but such are 
the reports, and circumstantial evidence goes to 
confirm them. Good work has been done at Mt. 
Morris, which will tell for many years to come, 
and it is a pity that it could not be continued, as it 
is iu a community where it is much needed. It 
was not from choice or by selection that the school 
was located at Mt. Morris, but because an old 
property was for sale cheap, and brother D. L. 
Miller was anxious to do something for the cause 
of education among bis people. And he did a 
good work, even if the place should now be turn- 
ed into a place of mechanism and mere ban dice, 
which can hardly be called a desecration.
